MONTGOMERY, ALA. e In a stunning 
victory aided by scandal, Democrat Doug 
Jones won Alabama’s special Senate elec- 
tion on Tuesday, beating back history, 
an embattled Republican opponent and 
President Donald Trump, who urgently 
endorsed GOP rebel Roy Moore despite a 
litany of sexual misconduct allegations. 

It was the first Democratic Senate vic- 
tory in a quarter-century in Alabama, one 
of the reddest of red states, and proved 
anew that party loyalty is anything but 
sure in the age of Trump. It was a major 
embarrassment for the president and a 


fresh wound for the nation’s already di- 99 percent of precincts reporting l 


vided Republican Party. 

“We have shown not just around the 
state of Alabama — but we have shown 
the country the way — that we can be 
unified,’ Jones declared as supporters in a 
Birmingham ballroom cheered and cried 
tears of joy. He added, “This entire race 
has been about dignity and respect?” 

Moore, meanwhile, refused to concede 
late Tuesday and raised the possibility of 
a recount during a brief appearance at a 
somber campaign party in Montgomery. 

“It’s not over? Moore said. He added, 
“We know that God is still in control.” 

From the White House, Trump gra- 
ciously tweeted his congratulations to

$31 million 
sliced from 
Stenger’s 
spending plan

CLAYTON « The St. Louis County 
Council on Tuesday gave preliminary 
approval to a last-minute proposal to 
slash $31 million from the county’s 
$6096 million spending plan for 2018 
proposed by County Executive Steve 
Stenger. 

The council voted 6-1 for preliminary 
approval of the cuts, which were filed in 
a surprise move by the council chair- 
man, Sam Page, just two hours before 
the council’s scheduled meeting. A final 
vote is set for next week. 

Page said he believed most county 
departments had not spent as much in 
2017 as they had budgeted. Under the 
reduced budget, those departments 
could still be funded at the same level

Florissant nursing 
home loses new 
Medicare funding

A patient at St. Sophia Health and Re- 
habilitation Center in Florissant pulled 
out a dialysis catheter and bled to death 
in September, leading to a suspension 
of state and federal payments for new 
residents. 

The death marks the second in two 
years that federal investigators linked 
to negligence at the nursing home. An 
88-year-old woman with Alzheimer’s 
disease was found dead in a bathtub at 
St. Sophia last year after being left un- 
supervised for eight hours.
